A SEA CAPTAIN’S LIFE 
STORY. 


HOSE who have read Captain Shaw s 
stories of the sea scarcely will need 
to be told that he has had an adventurous 
life: “ I intended to go to the Californian 
gold-diggings or else to bunt elephants in 
Centra] Africa, as Alan Quartermain did. 
Or else drive a railway engine. But I 
went to sea.” The glamour should, by 
rights, have worn off after the first voyage. 
The system of apprenticeship was in- 
famous. ‘The owners usually presumed on 
the ignorance of. the boy and his parents. 
They gave no wages and only the barest 
ration of food and water, ‘‘ During my 
apprenticeship I never once handled a 
sextant, but, for weeks on end, under a 
grilling sun, I handled a coal-shovel to 
save those money-grabbing land-pirates of 
shipowners. the hire of even the cheap peon- 
labour of the South American ports.” 
There were no educational facilities, and 
whatever the aspiring young mariner 
picked up of seamanship was entirely a 
matter of chance. ** We seldom saw our 
bunks—after at least fourteen hours of the 
most strenuous labour imaginable—before 
midnight. Then—four o'clock, ‘again and 
the inevitable turn-out call. Of course, 
being boys and on the top of our form, we 
made light of it—and I think it seems 
worse in the retrospect than it did in the

á bas late Sir Richard Muir, senior 
counsel to the Treasury, who died in 
1924, suddenly, at the age of 66, prosecuted 
for the Crown in many a famous criminal 
case. The memoir of his life, now pub- 
lished, is confined to his professional 
career. It describes his conduct of the 
Crippen case, the 
Bevan, Morrison, Whiteley, Hooley, 
Voisin-Gerard, and other cases, most of 
which will be remembered by all news- 
paper readers. 

We see him as a figure, ponderous, 
ruthless, determined as the law itself. He 
was supposed to lack compassion, but the 
writer of the memoir reveals the gentler 
side of his nature. His duties made it 
essential that he should wear the grim 
mask. Moreover, the less scrupulous Press, 
pandering to an emotional public, often 
made it difficult to secure convictions if 
the least weakness was admitted. Muir 
held strong opinions regarding the 
frequent pleas of insanity, and often he 
took pains to establish a criminal’s sanity 
before driving home his guilt. He held 
that a certificate of insanity in these days 
could be obtained by any malefactor; for 
medical men seldom refused to certify 
mental lack of balance where persons 
guilty of outrageous deeds sought their aid. 
A man might be unbalanced, but society 
would suffer, Muir held, if he were not 
held stringently to the consequences of his 
acts. The cases discussed in the book 
naturally are squalid. It is dotbtful 
whether the line for line reprint of Muir’s 
notes in the Crippen case is healthy read- 
ing. Society, however, requires for its 
safety that brains and ability of the 
calibre of his shonld be devoted to the 
Baol conviction of the guilty. i 

The book ought to be edited with finer 
discretion. Many of Muir’s private utter-

Writing of Shaftesbury, Hardy says 
that ‘‘ one of the quaintest and queerest 
spots in England stands virtually un- 
visited to-day.”” Mr. Maxwell’s chapter 
on that town, ‘‘Shaston,”’ in Hardy’s 
books and Mount Paladur, founded b 
Hudibras, in the ancient chronicles, will 
turn many a traveller’s feet thitherward. 
The hill road plunging from Shaftesbury 
to the wooded plain is depicted exquisitely 
in a coloured plate, showing Mr. Max- 
well’s craft at its best.

BUTTER AND BACON. 

Mr. Fitsgerald, Tipperary, who seconded 
the amendment, said that he was allowed by 
his County Board to speak in favour of 
tariffs, but not to vote against the resolution.

In the Free State they produced 
about £8,000,000 worth of butter each year. 
of which about half was exported. In the 
winter months they imported about half a 
million pounds’ worth, and it was evident 
that a tariff to keep out half a million's 
worth, while the export was four millions’ 
worth, could not increase the farmers’ price. 
What would happen was that in the summer 
so much butter would go into cold storage 
for the home sale in the winter time that 
enormous quantities would come on the 
market at once, and more than likely 
the winter price would be lower than 
the summer price.

ANOTHER NOMENT. 

Mr. Ford (Cork) proposed as a further 
amendment “ that Congress will approve of 
Protection m any particular industry only 
wnen a case had been made for it -on its 
merits,’’ 

Mr. Ryan (Clare) asked had anyone there 
ever heard of a tariff decreasing the cost of 
the article protected. England had been called 
all sorts of bad names, but she had aever 
been called a fool. The English people broke 
Chamberlain when he tried to tax their food- 
stuffs, and the same people carried through 
the greatest war in history on a policy of free 
trade. Now the man from Cork with a few 
acres of barley to sell would rob the whole 
body of Trish farmers by increasing the cost 
of everything that they must buy. The argu- 
ment that a tariff would cheapen the price of 
corn offals was an insidious statement put for- 
ward by the millers for their own ends. The 
official figures would show the great quanti- 
ties of offals exported by the millers in order 
to keep up the price at home. 

The millers asked for a tax on imported 
flour in order to secure a monopoly of the 
heme market. The first result of that would 
be to decrease employment, for the mills 
would he fitted with modern labour-saving 
automatic machinery. Before the Tariff Com- 
mission the millers had to admit that the 
price of the loaf would go up if there was a 
tariff on flour. A farthing extra on the two- 
penny loaf would mean an extra tax on the 
population of the Free State of £525,000 a 
vear. All that the ordinary consumer would 
get for that was the satisfaction of having a 
dozen new millionaires. : . 

Mr. Conlon, T.D., described the impoverish- 
ment of farmers owing to the poor prices 
ofiered for barlev, and said that their condi- 
tion would have been much worse but for the 
introduction of sugar beat. There would he 
xeen disappoiatment if the Congress did not 
make some gesture of assistance to these 
men. 

A MATTER FOR STUDY. 

Mr. Barrett, speaking of tariffs in general, 
said that this was a matter for study, and 
the Congress ought not to make 
a “definite pronouncement one way or 
the other. Farmers were in a precaricus 
position, because they had only one market 
for their goods. 

If anything happened to the English 
market, he ad , we would all be “ bust.” 
If they had a larger producing population, 
there would be a larger market for the farmer 

t home. 

a Mr. Doyle, T.D. (Wexford) said that he 
could not see that a tariff on imported barley 
would do any good, Messrs. Guinness was 
the only market they had for malting barley, 
and if they put a tariff on barley Messrs. 
Guinness could very easily give what they 
liked for the home produce. They could go 
as low as the lowest feeding barley, and they 
would get it. Unless a minimum price for 
barley was fixed by the Government there 
was no advantage to be gained by a tariff. 

Mr. D. Gorey, T.D., said that sections of 
the farming industry should be allowed to 
make applications for tariffs, but it would 
be wrong policy for the Farmers’ Union to 
make a general demand for tariffs, It would 
be criminal for them to make a demand for 

rotection in all its phases, Protection had 
brosighkt very little employment to the 
country, and had fostered inefficiency, 
“‘ca-canny,” and “go slow.” A tariff on 
barley, however, would do good, 

Mr. Conlon—It would hurt nobody. . 

Mr. Gorey—No, none, except one big 

octopus. He believed that if a tariff was 
imposed on bacon, with two and a half 
millions leaving the country for foreign bacon, 
it would new the home market and in- 
crease its development.

BEET-GROWING IN LOUTH. 

Mr. Belton, in opening the meeting, de- 
clared that they wanted a share of the beet 
sugar subsidy just as much as those in 
proximity to the factory in Carlow. The 
Carlow factory produced one-fifth of the 
sugar requirements of the Free State: to 
manufacture sufficient sugar for the whole 
Free-State they wanted four more factories. 
He claimed that there should be a factory 
or factories for the counties represented there. 
if they had, their imports could be reduced, 
and titey would incidentally rectify the trade 
balance. ‘they were not asking for any- 
thing that was not required, and it; was 
up to the counties represented to take steps 
in the direction that he indicated. 

Mr, T. F. McGahon (Louth) moved a reso- 
lution proposing that an aditional factory 
or factories be established. In Louth, he 
said, they had made beet-growing a profitable 
hobby. Last year they grew acres. 
This year about 500 acres would be grown. 
They were at a disadvantage in being sc 
far from the present factory. The nearer 
the factory was to the land where the beet 
was grown the lower the cost to the farmer 
and to everybody else. Sugar beet was not 
a difficult crop to grow, but it could not 
be carried on as an unsupported industry. 
It had not been done in any country in the 
world. The Carlow factory had been rather 
a drain on the country, but that was because 
the farmers had shown unexpected enterprise 
and the production of beet had been better 
than was expected. He moved the follow- 
ing resolution :— 

‘*That we call upon the Government to 
make the necessary provision for establishing 
sugar beet production on a large scale as a 

aying proposition for the farmers of Louth, 
Monaghan, Cavan, Meath, East Wicklow, 
Westmeath, Dubjin, and Longford, by 
arranging to subsidise a factory or factories 
in suitable situations in the area named.” 


A HELP TO MIXED FARMING. 

Mr. Brett (Westmeath) seconded. The 
establishment of a new factory would, he 
said, be a great help to mixed farming, but 
it would not be possible to make them pay- 
ing concerns except with the aid of a subsidy. 
They had a decided grievance in paying so 
much to Carlow, for which they got no 
return. His opinion was that there was 
too much Government money centralised in 
Carlow. It was absolutely necessary that the 
factory should be within reasonable distance 
of fhe growing area. 

Mr. J. P. Kearney said that in the Cooley 
district of the County Louth ' they could 

urantee from 1,500 to 2,000 acres. If a new 
actory was established they would save on 
the carriage of beet and by-products. 

Mr. Corcoran (Westmeath) supported the 
motion. 

Mr. Hayes (Dublin) said that it was cheaper 
for a Dublin farmer to get a lorry-load of 
mangels from Gorey or Enniscorthy than to 
grow them, but if a mew sugar factory was 
built 2,000 acres of sugar beet would be 
grown in North County Dublin. 

Mr, P. Deery (Louth) advocated the erec- 
tion of two small factories or/auxiliaries in 
outlying districts. . 

Mr. James Hughes (Dublin) supported the 
motion, and spoke highly of the stock-feeding 
qualities of beet sngar by-products. 

The resolution was carried, and an Execu- 
tive Committee was appointed to carry the 
matter further. 

COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 

On getting into touch with the Department 
of Industry and Commerce and the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Agriculture, Mr. Ward, 
the Secretary, was informed that arrange- 
ments could be made for the attendance of an 
expert at some future meeting.

300 IRISH ANIMALS HELD} 


UP AT HEYSHAM.

AN INQUIRY 
DEMANDED.

A special. meeting of the Cattle Ex- 
porters’ Association, held in Dublin on 
Thursday evening, strongly complained of 
the fact that 297 Irish cattle, which had 
been shipped from the North Wall, 
Dublin, were allowed to be landed at 
Heysham seven and.a half hours after 
Heysham had been declared an infected 
area under the Foot-and-Mouth Disease 
Regulations. 

The meeting called upon the Minister 
of Lands and Agriculture in the Free 
State to have an inquiry held into the 
irregular landing of the cattle in an in- 
fected area, and also to have the question 
of compensation taken into immediate 
consideration. 


INDIGNANT SHIPPERS. 


A GRAVE SITUATION. 

The Chairman (Mr. John Cassidy) said that 
the landing of these cattle in an infected area 
in England had caused a great deal of in- 
dignation amongst Irish cattle traders and 
intense dissatisfaction with the methods of 
the Ministries of Agriculture on both sides 
of the Irish Sea. 

It appeared that 297 Irish cattle were 
shi be from the North Wall to Heysham at 
730 p.m. on Tuesday, 5th inst. They were 
due to arrive at 8 o'clock the next morning. 
On the 5th inst, before midnight, Heysha 
was declared by the British Ministry to be 
an infected area. The effect of such an order 
was that movement of animals was not 
thereafter allowed in that area except under 
licence to a place of slaughter. These cattle, 
being stores, cannot be removed under any 
circumstances. A large number. of cattle 
from Belfast port had also been landed at 
Heysham under similar circumstances, and 
were now detained there. - According to the 
British regulations, cattle should not be 
allowed to land in an infeeted area, and some 
years ago when Greenock was by order of the 
British Ministry declared an infected area 
the cattle boats on the way were directed to 
another free port. In spite of this regulation, 
however, the 297 Irish cattle from the North 
Wall and others were allowed to land at 7.30 
a.m, on the 6th inst.; that was at least 74 
hours after Hevsham was declared infected. 

“NO MAN'S LAND," 

The gravity of the position for the shippers 
arose from the fact that, not only will they 
have to maintain the cattle in quarantine at 
ruinous expense to themselves for an in- 
definite period, but if foot-and-mouth disease 
hy any accidental infection should be brought 
among the cattle they would all be slaughtered 
without the payment of any compensation to 
the owners. This actually happened about 
three years ago,when cattle so detained became 
infected at Merklands. Those cattle were all 
slaughtered by order of the British authorities. 
Strenuous, but unsuccessful, efforts had been 
made to get compensation from the Govern- 
ment for the owners, some of whom were 
ruined. Compensation wag paid without qués- 
tion by the British Government for the 
slanghter of cattle after they had left the 
landing lairages. These lairages had become 
known to their cost by Irish cattle traders as 
a “No Man’s Land,” as no Government ac- 
ceuted responsibility for compensation if cattle 
were slaughtered there, 

Cattle . traders maintained that cattle 
slaughtered in the public interest should be 
paid for out. of public funds. The possibility 
of ruin hangs over the head of every shipper 
of Irish cattle through this outrageous. denial 
by the respective Governments of elementary 
justice to men who were carrying on a 
legitimate and essential trade. 

AN INQUIRY NECESSARY. 

Mr, R..C. Ross, Chairman of the Associa- 
tion, said that it was almost incredible that 
sound cattle were allowed to land in an 
infected area seven and a half hours after the 
order was made, and it showed a complete 
lack of co-operation between the Minister of 
Agriculture of Great Britain, the Free State 
and Northern Ireland. The public would 
naturally expect, and cattle traders would 
demand, an immediate inquiry into the cir- 
cumstances under which these cattle were 
allowed to land. No doubt, the usual amount 
of white-wash for the Government depart- 
ments concerned would be forthcoming, but 
Irish farmers would note that the net effect 
of these occurrences, as well as the recent 
increase in charges for cattle transit, was to 
seriously handicap the export trade, on which 
the national welfare and the financial position 
of the farmer depended, 

Mr. William Shaw. Vice-Chairman, said 
that the continued apathy of the Government 
in neglecting the matter of compensation 
and in allowing the shipping companies 10 
fleece the traúe on every possible occasion jn 
connection with freights and other charges, 
pointed to a still more rapid decline in the 
industry than has occurred during the last 
few years. The trade was now carried on 
under the constant menace of disaster, The 
custodians of national interests seem to he 
afflicted with lethargy. in marked contrast 
with the attitude of the Canadian Govern- 
ment, who spared no effort to assist their live- 
stock export trade, which was Ireland's most 
serious competitor. 

THE QUESTION OF COMPENSATION. 

The Secretary, Mr. John P. MacAvin, was 
directed to forward to the Minister for Agri- 
culture the following resolution, which was 
proposed by Mr. Daniel McGranaghan, 
seconded by Mr. James Barrett :— 

“That we, the membere of the Cattle 
Exporters’ Association, call on the Minister 
for Lands and Agriculture to have an im- 
mediate inquiry into the irrégular landing of 
our cattle in an infected area, and to have 
the belated question of compensation, which 
is now three years under consideration, dealt 
with at once. The trade aske this as a matter 
of justice to the owners and of direct national 
importance to the farming community.’ 


HOUSE EXHIBITION. 
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CITY COMMISSIONERS’ 
ENTERPRISE. 

An interesting experiment in municipal 
trading has been undertaken by the City of 
Dublin Commissioners. They are offering 
houses for sale. In order to stimulate buy- 
ing, they will exhibit to the public and pos- 
sible purchasers a house completely and taste- 
fully furnished, electrically lighted, and with 
gardens, back and front, stocked and artisti- 
cally laid out. The house which has been 
so prepared by the Commissioners is one of 
those which they have erected on the front of 
Philipsburgh avenue, Fairview. It will be 
open for inspection by the public to-day and 
on Sunday and Monday and during the 
remainder of next week. 

These new houses are of a better type than 
have been usually built by the Corporation or 
by other local authorities, and the builders 
are anxious to popularise them. Twenty- 
eight houses have been erected, and nearly a 
se~~e have been sold, but the Commissioners 
have several other plots which could be 
utilised for houses of a similar good type, 
and they are, therefore, inviting, Ha 
tions from possible purchasers, e purchase 
price is per house, but in the cost of 
erection the buyer gets the benefit of £100 
subsidy. Applications for the houses already 
on sale will be received from persons who are 
prepared to deposit £200. The balance of the 
purchase money may be spread over a 
of 40 years, with interest at 5} per cent. 
These. payments will be taken monthly, 
quarterly, or half-yearly, Each house con- 
sists of five apartments, viz. :—sittingroom, 
living room, three bedrooms and bathroom.

I confess that I steamed up-river from 
Shanghai with an amount of interest that I 


had never experienced before. Shanghai, be-: 


come an armed camp full of British soldjers, 
with the ruddiness of England still illumina 
ing their faces, was @ piece of non-China, 
which made the contrast beyond all the more 
poignant. ‘These nice, cheerful boys, sent | 
across the seas because, even ite 
hall. the nature of the new yellow peril has 
been apprehended, had made the streets seem 
as safe as if the police of London had taken 
charge. ‘The record feat of mobilising, trans- 
porting and landing 10,000 men on this side 
of the globe in six weeks’ time is so im- 
pressive that one cannot recover from a feel- 
ing of amazement and satisfaction. 
But once beyond: the. Shanghai anchorage; 
vou speedily feel that you have entered a sort 
of No Man’s Land, the country of the 
damned—where not only the British, but all 
other white men who have followed them and 
their treaties into the interiox, are on the 
rack. Staring at the banks of the great 
Yangtse, or watching the mob of Chinese 
deck passengers, talking to one another in 
undertones, I somehow felt overwhelmed by 
something I had not experienced for twenty- 
seven vears. I was back in those dread days 
af 1900. when we listened for every sound, 
knowing that the Boxers were coming, that 
our lives were at stake, that we might be 
orn limb from limb. Something dark seemed 
‘> invade me: I no longer took the same 
nterest in life, or, if I did, it was a tragical 
It seemed to me that the base 
ouality of human nature had risen to the 
surface like a scum, a most peculiar and 
diabolical scum. . .

Our first concern was whether we would be 
allowed to proceed; for all British shipping 
on the Yangtse being under naval control.

: but when the engineroom telecraph was 
suddenly rung from the bridge we breathed 
again. We had a lot of cargo for Wuhu. in 
spite the troubled times: business con- 
siderations had triumphed. 

Up river once more, past the long level 
mud banks on which water buffaloes mutelv 
stood; past the mud villages. with their 
sprinkling of sampans and junks; past the 
hehermen dipping © their’ nets “on~ bamboo | 
frames into the water. All this primeval 
world, which has remained unaltered through 
the ages, stared at us as we chugged our way 
forward through the vellow water. Indiffe- 
rent for so many decades since the barriers 
against the white man were thrown down in the 

neteenth centurv, it has now become frankly 
hostile again—as hostile as Africa in its dark 
davs, hostile in many vague ways which all 
seemed now to unite in a black cloud which 
lifted. It is true that no white folk 
have so far been killed and very few injured. 
but that is because more subtle means are 
being used: crude methods are no longer 
necessarv, and it is just as easy to kill a man

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AT WUHU. 

We anchored for the night becanse of the 
shoals during this low-water season, and at 
davlight steamed off again At breakfast 
there was Wuhu in front of us. A pieturesque 
hill or two with European residences scattered 

the middle distance; a short bund with a 
handsome red-brick Custom House of the 
Maritime Customs in the centre; a few. hulks 
and pontoons for landing purposes, and three 
destroyers keeping watch—British, American 
and Japanese. 

News from the shore was comforting.

A visit to the British destroyer, which had 
heen rushed with a whole flotilla from the 
Mediterranean in October, confirmed this. 
H.M. Navy was at ease, cleaning the brass- 
work after a long spell of rain. Excepting 
that a Vice-Consul had been taken on board 
to conduct the negotiations affecting a vessel 
which was tied up in port for having acciden- 
tally sunk a launch carrying Chinese military, 
there was nothing doing. 

At the Custom House it was the same story. 
Everything quiet, nothing .had occufred. 
There was not even a whisper of trouble. 
The five-barred Republican flag had been 
hauled down, and the bare flag-staff showed 
that the Maritime Customs was prepared to 
hoist the Nationalist Sun-flag the very moment 
the official notification arrived. The Com 
missioner spoke confidently, so did the other 
officials. But I was not very convinced. I 
had had both ears open during a walk of 
half an hour, and what I had heard had not 
pleased me. Having been a foreign devil all 
my lifetime; the use of that epithet does not 
disconcert me. But when small boys run at 
vou ahd scowl, and say in the vernacular: 
‘Now, it won t be long before we slit him.” 
it has a different significance. Very evidently 
the word had passed around that the hour 
of action has arrived—that the reckoning was 
about to: be called.

A fence which 
had been neat and conspicuous in the morn- 
ing had unaccountably vanished. But soldiers, 
with arms, had arrived on the scene, sum- 
moned by an urgent measure, and the crowd 
was. falling sullenly.. back. . Something dis. 
tracted my attention for a few minutes. The 
Japanese destroyer in the stream, hitherto 
apparently lifeless, was getting up steam and 
belching smoke. 

The captain of the British destroyer, who 
should have been basking in the Mediterranean 
sunshine, was walking along smartly, armed 
with nothing but a walking stick, and accom- 
panied by the Vice-Consul. He was no doubt 
going to send signals to the admiral 200 miles 
away. Seen through the binoculars it was 
like a moving picture—when the plot begins 
to thicken. Quite unaccountably a Chinese 
soldier climbed up to me and pushed a tiny 
envelope into my hand with the regulation 
chit-book for me to receipt. The message was 
curiously laconic and unemotional, It said :— 


minutes please do so, as the club you saw 
this morning is no more. As we have 
the rabble here, I am sure you wil) be 
interested. ” . 

The crowd in front of the Custom House 
had swung away to where people’ were 
speechifying when I got there, and I was able 
to enter the building without difficulty. Be- 
hind the Custom House the remains of the 
club was scattered on the lawn. It had not 
been set -afire, but just smashed to atoms, 
with everything in it—wrecked beyond 
repair. The crowd started rushing at 
the Custom House... I got a rapid 
snapshot with a 3-A’ Kodak; Then 
what happened was curiously obscure. Stones 
and unending crashing of glass. Agitators 
in grey uniforms slipped into the building 
and the fiving glass vastly increased. A tele- 
phone hell bin ringing madly—clanging 
almost like a fire alarm. 

A TENSE MOMENT. 

Suddenly something distracted the crowd. 
A little knot of Customs men in a sampan 
had landed at the jetty. It was the personnel 
of the so-called. native Customs “that deals 
with junk traffic off the native city. They 
had barely escaped with their lives. They 
ran in as they were heavily stoned. A sam- 
pan man had brought them a mile down- 
stream from the. native Customs for twenty 
dollais—his wage for two months’ work. The 
sampan had been almost forced with a chain 
under the bows of a junk by the crowd in 
an attempt to drown the white men like rats. 
As we stood in a breathless group in the 
centre of the building to escape the stones 
and. the flying glass, it became clear that the 
only thing really protecting us was the Grace 
of God. If the mob rushed the building, the 
Staircase could not be held for five minutes. 
Then something happened. Armed soldiers 
were being turned out under officers from 
the hulk near by, and had commenced march- 
ing. The crowd swung aside apprehensively. 
My steamer whistled sharply. The destroyer 
had signalled her to cast off at once. I 
seized the opportunity and hurried back, 
with the snapshot which faithfully recorded 
the scene. We were in mid-stream by the 
time a cordon of soldiery had formed round 
the Custom House and forced the mob back. 
The Sun-flag was hoisted on the bare mast. 
Presently we saw on the hillside through our 
glasses European women and children, pro- 
tected by soldiers. fleeing back. Separated 
from their men-folk, they were massing to- 
gether for protection.. As davlight fluttered 
out, a great glare sprang up. The crowd had 
fired the furniture and records of a Customs 
out-station.

More Curiosities of Partition. 


BELFAST, Friday. 


When one hears so much. in. official 
circles of an uncomplimentary nature 
about the Free State, it is refreshing to 
listen # a representative voice raised in 
praise. Reference,has been made from 
time to time in this column regarding the 
probability. of a split in the Unionist 
ranks over the local option campaign, with 
consequent peril to the Northern Consti- 
tution, and it was pointed out that as 
soon as one bogey was laid to rest, 
another was created. The laws -of 
Southern Ireland are frequently belitiled 
by people who are either uninforméd or 
prejudiced, and it has been anathema in 
certain quarters to see anything good 
across the border, but it is becoming more 
and more difficult. to mislead the. people. 
At a meeting of the East Belfast Temper- 
ance Council the Rev. Randall C. 
Phillips, who presided, referred to the 
progress of the temperance movement in 
Southern Ireland, and said that they 
wanted the same political liberty in Ulster 
as was enjoyed in the Free State. South 
of the Boyne the people had the power to 
close the public-houses, but th . was not 
so.on the banks of the Lagan. 

It is not often that the Free State is 
held up as an inspiring example for the 
North to copy, but Mr. Phillips’s candour 
is just an indication of the gradual change 
that is taking place in public opinion on 
these matters. At the same meeting the 
statement was repudiated that the Tem- 
perance Party had set the heather alight 
when the Prime Minister was in Canada, 
and the suggestion was ridiculed that they 
might all wake up some morning and find 
themselves in the Free State. There is 
no doubt, however, that the ‘ Fiery 
Cross ' was sent out to call the temper- 
ance clansmen to battle, bat it seemed to 
have partly failed in its mission. It has 
been stated repeatedly that no matter 
what the Prime Minister might say or do, 
the Churches would move onwards to 
victory, but the Rev. T. M. Johnstone, 
one of the principal temperance leaders, 
after suggesting that they should have a 
referendum, which would obtain the 
opinion of every voter in Ulster, is re- 
ported to have informed his audience that 
‘the temperance people have no desire 
for local option, provided the people of 
Ulster do not desire it!” What, then, is 
all the fuss about? Is it a matter of 
expediency ? 


EMPIRE WEEK PAGEANTRY. 


The business people of the city on the 
Lagan allow no opportunity to pass 
which will tend to improve their position 
in the world of commerce and trade, and 
if opportunities are slow in presenting 
themselves, then they are created by 
leaders of industry. It must be ad- 
mitted that the ‘‘ Ulster-Scot,’’ no matter 
how hard he is hit, rarely complains. 
They do not “ squeal,’’ as a merchant 
who had lost many thousands of pounds, 
remarked in the Northern Bankruptcy 
Court quite recently ; they take off their 
coats and begin again. All honour to 
them for it! In these somewhat. dull 
times Belfast wants +e attract attention,

end of May, and it will be on the 
grandest possible scale—a miniature 
Wembley. 

A representative. committee has been 
formed, with the Lord Mayor at its head, 
and already everything points to the 
project being an immense success. Tho 
scheme includes elaborate street decora- 
tions, parades of trade and commerce, as 
well as an imperial procession, in which 
the Army, Navy, Air Force and many 
civil organisations will take part, with a 
total number of about four thousand 
persons. The Governor and the 
Duchess of Abercorn are patrons of the 
venture. The city will be a blaze of 
colour, and multitudes of visitors are ex- 
pected from all parts—including the High 
Commissioners of Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa and Canada—to witness the 
picturesque pageants. 

Belfast has been the first city to organise 
sich an undertaking, and its industries 
‘are certain to benefit largely, and that, 
naturally, is the principal consideration. 
It was by taking broad views and culti- 
vating the spirit of enterprise that the 
men of the North built up their great 
city; ‘they never recognised failure, and 
in times of depression they have always 
won through by sheer determination and 
merit. They are now “taking time by 
the forelock,”’ and with the dawn of re- 
turning prosperity they are “out.” to get 
their full share of industrial sunshine. 
The position of fhe Free State in such 
matters is frequently discussed here by 
influential personages, and it is giving 
no secret away to say that the Empire 
Marketing Board and the Overseas Trade 
Department hope to see Southern Ireland 
in the forefront of such exhibitions. With 
their love of the picturesque and their 
qradh for lavish display, the Dubliners 
could easily organise a show which would 
attract visitors from the ends of the earth 
to their ancient city. 


CURIOSITIES OF SEPARATION. 


One of the curiosities which distinguish 
the carving up of Ireland into two States 
provides a perplexing problem to the 
uninitiated. To the student of geography 
who resides outside this island of contra- 
dictions it seems like a Chinese puzzle 
when first considered; yet it is simple 
enough. Here it is. Standing on the 
golden. Magilligan Strand, where the 
Ulster speed motor trials are held, the 
visitor, when he looks in a Northerly 
direction across an inlet of the Atlantic, 
gazes into Southern Ireland! Paradoxical 
though it seems, it is true. Thus, even 
Nature itself protests, as it were, against 
the unnatural division of the country ; 
for the blue hills of Donegal rise away 
into the horizon, like mighty sentinels 
guarding the North-West of Erin. There 
are many other curiosities caused by the 
mythical line. which is . supposed to 
separate the orange from the green. In 
a case of distraint heard recently before 
Lord Chief Justica Moore in Belfast— 
which creatéd a good deal of amusement 
in court—it was stated that the debtor's 
farm was partly in the North and partly 
in the South, and when. the bailiffs 
attempted to seize bis cattle, they were 
always browsing in the Free State fields,

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It was a happy position for.an unhappy 
man; for, when he was threatened from 
the North, his worldly possessions found 
refuge in the South; and, when danger 
lurked in. the South, they were trans- 
ferred to the North. á . 

Of course, there would have been a 
calamity if both North and South had 
arrived together ; but such a contingency 
was unlikely. There is also the case of 
the little border town divided in two by 
a stream. It has two post-offices, but the 
British stamps are the more popular.

of the Free State. Then there is the man 
who sleeps with his head in the Free State 
and his fe+ :~ Northern Ireland, but he 
slumbers as peacefully as if he were all 
in one or the other. 


‘A SINKING SHIP?” 


The dissatisfaction of the rank and file 
with the existing state of affairs does not 
often find expression, but when it does, 
there is no doubt about its meaning. At 
a meeting of ratepayers, composed largely 
of Unionists, in Camderry, Dro y Co. 
Tyrone, a couple of days ago, Mr. W. 
McElroy, a prominent Unionist farmer, 
declared that Ulster was like a sinking 
ship without a lifeboat, and there was no 
help coming in answer to the S.0:S. sent 
out long ago. “The position,” he. said, 
“As getting worse every day, and it is only 
a matter of time until Ulster will be 
smashed to atoms.” He pointed out. that 
people were emigrating in hundreds everv 
day, and that money was flowing out of 
the country, while only officialdom’ was 
waxing fat. 

In advocating war on officialdom, Mr. 
McElroy said that the Northern Govern- 
ment had no .power to legislate for the 
people and should be scrapped. He further 
insisted that politicians were “out” 
to keep the people divided, and that the 
religious and political wedge was being 
driven in now, as always, by the party 
leaders for their own interests. There are 
certainly a few political “ Pooh-Bahs ” in 
Northern Ireland, who have done well in 
their profession, and indignant voices are 
raised in vain. The points mentioned by 
Mr. McElroy were discussed in this 
column recently, special reference being 
made to the helplessness of the Govern- 
ment and the evils of emigration officially 
encouraged. 


EASTER HOLIDAYS. 


Good Friday was officially observed as a 
holiday in the North, but otherwise busi- 
ness went on as usual, and a good trade 
was done in the shops in anticipation of 
the Easter holidays. Passion music was 
sung in the Cathedral and the 
principal churches.

Srm,—Referring to the letter of Mr. Charles 
Summer Bird, jup., in to-day’s issue, on 
which you comment in your leading article, 
may I supplement them by my personal 
experience? I have a “ double domicile, 
here and in England, and pay income tax 
and super-tax in the latter country. My 
preference would be to pay them in the Free 
State, but the Free State charges the full 
rate of 4s. in the £ on investments in the 
Dominions (South -Africa, Canada, etc.), 
whereas the British Government only charges 
2. The difference in taxation amounts, “in 
my case, to about £1,000 a Le penalising 
me to that extent if I should’ change my 
domicile. If I were not thus penalised, the 
Free State would receive the whole of my 
income tax and super-tax, amounting to some

Karen éist weed you mentióned the possi- 
bility of the Free State reducing income tax 
to 3s. 4d. in the £, which would even matters 
up. If this were done, many of the thousands 
of ‘Irish people who left this count during 
the “ trouble ' would return, and it would 
bring over wealthy English people as well. 
If it caused a transference of only one 
thousand such people as myself—not an 
extravagant assumption, as very many who 
left do not find life in England so agreeable 
as they imagined—it would mean an increased 
revenue to the Free State, in direct taxation, 
of some millions a year, besides the indirect 
benefit of the spending of their incomes in

MUNICIPAL UNDERTAKINGS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm—Mr. Kevin O'Higgins in his speech 
at Rathmines quotes two.officers of the Dublin 
Corporation’ in an endeavour: to. show that 
public bodies cannot, and should not, make @ 

rofit on municipal undertakings carried ‘on 
* them, and that, therefore, the Electricity 
Bill, which he tried to defend, is neither 
socialistic nor confiscatory. It must. be clear 
to the Minister, when he considers the 
statutes’ governing municipal undertakings, 
that the law not alone allows, but regulates, 
the profits that municipalities may make in 
undertakings carried on by them. 

The law is-dealt with in two statutes, the 
Gas Works Clauses Act, 1847, and the Water- 
works Clauses Act, 1847. “Section 75 of the 
latter Act limits the. profits derivable. by 
waterworks undertakers to 10 per cent., and 
Section 30 of the Gas Works Clauses Acts 
limits the profits-of gas works to 10 per cent. 
The fellowing section provides that, if pro- 
fits exceed the amount thus limited, the ex- 
cess must be invested, and form a reserve 
fund. Section 33 of the last-named Act pro- 
vides that where the reserve fund amounts to 
one-tenth oí the nominal capital of the

A settlement has 
been arrived at. and the ordinary citizen 
wishes that it should be given a fair chan 
tn show what it can do. ‘The Free State 
Government is the de facto Government of 
the twenty-six counties. It is functioning, 
and it is doing its best for the count 
governs. We cannot expect from any Govern. 
ment. ideal perfection; but it is as good as 
any which we are likely to get. in our dar 
We. have ja right to say that it is also \» 
de gure Government, because it has been =: 
by, the supreme® legislative authority «/ 
these islands. Under these circumstances. it 
Is, ‘surélv, reasonabie’ that those who seek 
office un it should make a solemn promise 
to he faithful to its laws and constitution. 
No one has ever asked me to take such an 
oath, but then I do not seek anv official 
position under it. If I did, T would certain! 
take ‘the oath with a free conscience and in 
all sincerity as a most reasonable requirement! 
Civil war is raging at present in China 
Sooner or later. IT presume, some one of ‘he 
eontending generals will assert the mastery 
and restore peace and law and order.

Yet both 
China and the outside world will be devoutly 
thankful for his success.

As to the oath to be faithful to 
George V.. it seems to me extraordinar\ 
any sensible person can question the enormous 
benefit “which we all derive from havine a 
firmly established supreme dynasty like our 
present Roval Family. Do objectors ever con 
sider the horrors which arise from a disputed 
succession’? The King if the keystone of 2 
mighty arch of stable government, ensurinz 
peace and safety and prosperity, which has 
been built np bv the struggles of mam 
centuries. Do some people never think of 
the consequences which would result if th 
arch were to come tumbling down? What 
would happen to this little island if the British 
Empire were to be involved in a fate like 
that of Russia?» The objection to the oath to 
the King rests on two main grounds—ancient 
grievances and a deWwre for complete independ 
ence. The former happened long before the 
King or anyone now living was born, and is 
utterly unreasonable. Complete independence 
is as impossible for nations as for individuals 
We have in the Irish Free State quite As 
much as it is possible for any small nator 
to enjoy. 

If we look to the origin of the union ©! 
England and Jreland under tie same supreme 
ruler, it can show higher moral and religious 
sanctions than. I suppose, any other Kingdom 
or Government in the world. To repudiat 
those sanctions is to repudiate the mora! and 
religious . principles of Christian Europe 
the twelfth century. A Protestant. like m 
self. may venture to do this: but T do no! 
see how # Roman Catholic can do it.— Von's.

The Unfair Dilemma. 


On Tuesday the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce began to discuss a motion which 
protested. vigorously against the com- 
pulsory acquisition of the Dublin 
electricity undertaking by the Shannon 
Board, and demanded that there should 
be no such compulsion without adequate 
compensation. Various speakers denounced 
the Government’s purpose in strong terms, 
and one of them, in describing it as 
‘“ legalised robbery,’’ manifestly expressed 
the sense of the meeting. On Wednesday 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
the parent of the Electricity (Supply) 
Bill, addressed the Chamber in defence of 
his offspring. On Thursday the Chamber 
discarded—or at least side-tracked—the 
motion and decided to confer with Mr. 
McGilligan in the hope that he might 
be persuaded to amend the bill. The 
ratepayers of Dublin will be puzzled by 
this abrupt change of mind. It is true 
that the Minister gave the Chamber some 
personal assurances. He told it that the 
rest of the Free State would not be sup- 
plied with electricity at Dublin’s expense. 
He invited it to hope that, if the profits of 
the Dublin undertaking should be applied 
to reduction of the price of current, the 
necessity for the complete acquisition of 
that undertaking might not arise, The 
essential fact, however, is that the 
motion’s two demands were rejected, flatly 
and frankly, by Mr. McGilligan. He 
refused to commit his Government to any 
pledge that its full powers under the 
Electricity Bill would not be enforced in 
Dublin and throughout the State. He 
refused, in utterly plain words, to admit 
the ratepayers’ title to compensation, 
adequate or inadequate. Why, then, has 
Cerberus ceased to bristle? Why did 
Tuesday's robust bark subside, on Thurs- 
day, into an uncertain whine? 

The truth is that the Chamber of Com- 
merce has yielded to a peculiarly subtle 
and peculiarly formidable kind of force 
majeure. All Irishmen are afraid of the 
charge, however groundless, that they are 
lacking in patriotism and public spirit. 
When the Shannon scheme was started 
many people questioned its wisdom, but 
the whole country was captured by its 
courage: it was a gallant enterprise, and 
it, made a lively appeal to the national 
imagination. Moreover, in its original 
shape, it conveyed no threat to public 
interests. No Minister whispered then of 
any need to acquire municipal under- 
takings. Thus good-will and confidence 
were created, and they were left 
unimpaired for months~as we must 
assume—aiter the Government dis- 
covered some radical flaw in its plans. 
Now, at the Government s own time, that 

has been revealed to the 
The Shannon scheme, we learn, 
cannot be a success unless the 
nation accepts in this instance—and, 
if in this instance, why not in future 
instances?—the principle of wholesale 
confiscation. Mr. McGilligan did not tell 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce how he 
made his original blunder, and did not 
apologise for it. He declared simply that, 
if the Dublin undertaking were not con- 
fiscated, the Shannon scheme must fail: 
Dublin, therefore, must make or break 
the scheme. Of course, the dilemma was 
grossly unfair, and, of course, Mr. 
MecGilligan was inviting the Chamber to 
pull his own chestnuts out of the fire; but 
his argument—or, rather, his threat—pre- 
vailed. The Chamber refused to accept 
the odium of a hostile decision, on the 
ground that, as one of its members said, 
the country was committed to the Shannon 
scheme “ for right or wrong.”’ 

We think that the Chamber of Com- 
merce has acted unwisely. We think that 
even the appearance of compromise with 
the principle of confiscation has created a 
precedent which Dublin and the whole 
State may have cause to deplore in the

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China and the Powets. 


The text of the Cantonese Government's 
Note to the United States, in reply to the 
joint Note of the five Powers concerning 
the Nanking outrages, was issued yester- 
day. Mr. Chen, the Cantonese Foreign 
Minister, is an adroit diplomatist, and 
his latest effort is a masterpiece of evasion. 
He promises that his Government will make 
good all the damage that was done to the 
American Consulate at Manking, but the 
remainder of his Note is highly unsatis- 
factory. In regard to other damage to person 
and property, he declares that reasonable 
compensation will be paid, unless such 
damage is shown to have been attributable 
to British or American bombardment, the 
activities of Northern “ rebels,’’ or agents 
provocateurs. To this end, presumably, 
the Cantonese Government has instituted 
a “ rigid inquiry’’ into the whole affair; 
and Mr. Chen holds that no Nationalist 
commander can be punished while his 
guilt remains unproven. He proposes, 
therefore, that an International Commis- 
sion shall be appointed to apportion blame 
for the outrages at Nanking. No apology 
will be made to the Powers until the 
Commission concludes its work; but, in 
the meanwhile, Mr, Chen repeats his 
former “expression of regret’’ for the 
disturbances that took place. Hence- 
forward, he asserts, the Nationalist army 
will be instructed to give the fullest 
measure of protection to foreign lives and 
property in China; but he insists that the 
best guarantee of foreign immunity from 
attack is the removal of the fundamental 
cause of Chinese resentment. The Chinese 
nation, he proclaims, ‘‘ knows greatness, 
and is conscious of its renewal of 
strength.” It has been humiliated by the 
enforcement of unequal] treaties, the exist- 
ence of which always must constijute a 
threat to foreign safety. In order to bring 
about a satisfactory settlement of the 
differences which divide China from the 
Powers Mr. Chen suggests that a confer- 
ence shall be held, and“announces that his 
Government is ready to appoint delegates 
at once. This clause is virtually the only 
part of the Note which is likely to give 
general satisfaction. Mr. Chen’s assump- 
tion that the Cantonese Government is the 
only competent authority in China has 
no basis in fact. It is true that Cantonese 
forces occupy the whole territory south 
of the Yangtse river; but their writ does 
not run in the North, where, apparently, 
new strength is being found by the armies 
of Marshal Chang Tso-lin. Meanwhile, 
only one of the Powers’ demands has been 
accepted honestly by Mr, Chen. The next 
move lies with Britain and the United 
States; for the unity of these two Powers 
in the matter is essential. Japan is play- 
ing her own game. France and Italy are 
interested only in a minor degree. Britain 
and the United States must decide 
what is to be done. Peace in China is 
the ultimate aim of everybody; but the 
Nanking outrages cannot be allowed to be 
forgotten in the pigeon-holes of a diplo-

Civil Aviation. 

The programme of the Deutsche Luft 
Hansa for the summer season, which begins 
on next Monday, reveals remarkable pro- 
gress in the business of civil aviation. 
Forbidden to build military aeroplanes by 


the Treaty of Versailles, Germany since 


the end of the war has been concentrating 
on commercial flying. The Treaty com- 
pelled her to restrict her activities to the 
production of certain types of machine of 
comparatively low engine power, and, 


although all restrictions of this kind now 


have been removed, her present air fleet 
was constructed while they were in force. 
Last year there were fifty-four regular air 


lines in Germany; this year there wil] he 
eighty.

Large extensions have been made 


up with Gothenburg and Oslo via Copen- 
hagen, with Helsingfors via Danzig, and 
with Breslau and Vienna via Munich and 
Dresden. An experimental trans-Alpine 
service also is being started from Munich 
to Milan, while Germany is being brought 
into touch with far-off Barcelona via 
Geneva and Madrid. The daily mileage 
of the German air lines last year was 
about 24,000 miles. This year it is being 
increased to more than 30,000 miles, A great 
aerodrome has been built at Templehof, 
near Berlin, which includes all the 
most modern amenities of inland travel. 
It has a first-class hotel, a good restaurant, 


and ample accommodation for all classes | |

The Prime Minister s announce- 
ment of votes for young women was stil] 
being discussed, however, by members of 
all parties. In the Conservative ranks 
there is a considerable amount of opposi- 
tion to the proposal, but not sufficient to 
make any marked impression on the 
Government, and it may be taken for 
certain that the measure will pass through 
the Commons without great difficulty. The 
House of Lords is another question. Lord 
Banbury, with the sitpport of a strong 
of peers, will lead an opposition to 
the bill, and, if it is possible. will try “ao 
secure amendments which will restrict its 
ration. Another view in Conservative 
circles is that it is better for a Conserva- 
tive Government to introduce and pass 
such a measure rather: than to leave it to 
the Socialists, who certainly would intro- 
duce such a bill as soon as possible, should 
they return to power. 


Educating the Electorate. 


The Socialists recognise that there is 
something in this view; for they are 
claiming that the measure is really theirs. 
and that the Government is introducing 
it in order that it may secure the support 
_of the women workers.. At the same time. 
the Socialists have ho intention that the 
workers shall gave their votes to the Con- 
servatives, if it can be prevented, and 
special meetings are to be organised in 
the constituencies of the women who will 
become electors, in order that their 
sympathies may be enlisted for the 
Socialist cause.

DECISION OF CHAMBER

days, the Dublin Chamber of Commerc> 
on Thursday decided to appoint a com- 
mittee to confer with a Ministry for 
Industry with a view to securing amend- 
ments to the Electricity (Supply) Bill. 

. On Tuesday the Chamber had before it 
the following resolution, which was pro- 
posed by the President (Mr. J. ©. M. 
Eason) and seconded by Mr. G. N. 
Jacob :— 

“That we, the members of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, representing rate- 
payers of the city, protest emphatically 
against the policy embodied in the 
Electricity (Supply) Bill, 1927, under 
which t distribution and sale of 
electricity in the city are to be taken 
over by the Shannon Electricity Board. 

‘** Further, we demand, if such services 
are taken over by the Board, that ade- 
quate compensation should be paid as in 
the case of authorised companies ”’ 

On Wednesday the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce (Mr. PF. J. McGilligan) 
attended the meeting of the Chamber in 
order to defend the bill.

‘Mr. Wyndham Radcliffe, the millionaire 
Welsh ship-owner, died suddenly in his 


London flat early yesterday. 


He was found dead, still wearing the 
evening clothes which he was wearing when 
he returned to his flat at Park. Lodge, 
Knightsbridge, London, on the previous 
night. | 

Mr, Radcliffe, who had complained for 
some time of ill-health, decided on Thars- 
day to cancel a visit to his home at 
Cardiff, and told Mrs. Scott, the house- 
keeper at the block of service flats, that 
he would stay in town, as he did not feel 
equal to the journey. 

On Thursday night he went out about 
eleven o'clock, and returned about one 
the following morning. His overcoat war 
flung over.a chair. He was found lying 
on the floor of his bedroom by a maid 
who went to call him about 8.50 a.m. 

“TI heard Mr. Radcliffe moving about 
in his room somewhere about two o’clock 
this morning,” said Mrs, Scott yesterday.

During the war he was a lieutenant in 
the Special Reserve of Officers and R.A.F., 
and was a recruiting officer at Cardiff, 

In 1924 he was Sheriff of Glamorgan. 
An uncle of Mr. H. Radcliffe, Mr. Daniel 
Radcliffe. is the onlv survivor of three 
famous ship-owning brothers, the third 
brother, Mr. Charles Radcliffe, who was 
in business on his own account, having 
died six months ago. 
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disclaiming responsibility for the 
Nationalists for the Nanking incidents.

The Times, in a leading article on Mr. 
Eugene Chen's reply to the Notes of the 
five Powers, says:—The reply he has care- 
fully concocted is characteristic. It has 
much less relation to the tragic events 
that impelled the Powers to insist on 
redress than to certain shallow political 
caleulations based on the idea that the 
Powers, though formally united, might be 
divided at a later stage, and also on the 
assumption that sections of opinion, par- 
ticularly in Great Britain and America, 
might still be dissuaded by specious 
arguments from supporting their Govern- 
ments in this very serious protest against 
intolerable outrages. 

In substance, he declares that his 
Government is willing to apologise, to 
make reparations, and even to punish the 
perpetrators of the outrages if it can be 
established, either by the investigation 
which the Nationalist Government is now 
said to be conducting or by an interna- 
tional inquiry that the outrages were 
teally committed by Natioalist troops. He 
contrives in the same breath to insinuate 
that Northern tróops and agents. proro-. 
cateur were actually responsible, and 
after brandishing a few of the platitudes 
which his own Government contemptuously 
tramples on every day, he coolly proposes 
that, whatever commission of inquiry .is 
appointed, ' should also investigate the 
circumstances ' of the brief bombardment 
of Nanking, which alone prevented the 
wholesale massacre of the foreigners in the 
city, and incidentally the presentation of 
an even heavier account to Mr. Chen’s own |.
